Signs o f Pro mised Summer

(Editor’s Note — After a mas­ 
sive. prolonged boom, the U. S. 
economy has dipped into unmis­ 
takable recession.

The bulk of unemploy ment 
is clotted in a few great industrial 
states and in a handful of de­ 
pressed industries. But the latter 
reach deep into the hill towns, 
mountain hamlets and the back 
woods.

Poisoning Threat

T he American pub lic is b eing 
defrauded every hour of the day 
b y the doub le standards of ethics 
in 
the 
m ass 
communications 
field, Howard Koch, Holly wood 
screen w riter, author and Wood- 
stock resident, said in a speech 
b efore the Woodstock D em ocrat­ 
ic Club forum Friday night at 
D eanie’s. 
Koch and Dr. Sidney Reisb erg, 
prom inent Woodstock sociologist, 
addressed nearly 75 persons on 
the 
topic: 
“Communication 
of 
Ideas via Mass Media’’ in the 
second in a series of oj>en forums 
sponsored 
b y 
the 
Democratic 
club . 
"Television’s role today seems 
to b e to sell the consumer on a 
m ass scale, b ut we often find a 
curious difference in 
the ■ per­ 
sonal 
and 
mass 
relationship 
ethics,” said Koch. 
In the area of ideas and pol­ 
icies, television 
and 
the ma-,s 
media of communication, have a 
trem endqus impact on the Am er­ 
ican pub lic. The idea is sold b y 
giving 
preponderance 
to 
that 
news, he said. 


G iv e s 
G o o d E xam ple 
As an example of the technique 
of preponderance to a news story 
idea or policy , Koch said recent 
U tterances b y Doctor Teller in 
the b allistics field were given 
far greater play in the press, 
radio and TV than the comb ined 
opinions 
of 
several 
thousand 
qualified scientists. "But Teller 
was speaking for a pre-conceived 
idea,” Koch explained, "and his 
opinions 
and 
utterances 
were 
play ed up to the hilt while the 
opinions of men equally qualified 
w ere w atered down.” 


The proper con­ 
trol of mass com m unications is 
a m a tte r of extrem e urgency . 
We have to survive the d estruc­ 
tive implication of the curren t 
m ass ab use of the m ass media 
and the Am erican people m ust 
talk more ab out these things in 
order to put them in their proper 
role in our society . 
Dr. Reisb erg dwelled mainly 
on the psy chological impact of 
m ass communications, its tech­ 
niques, 
shortcom ings 
and 
fail­ 
ures. He said the essence of com ­ 
m unication 
was 
to 
reach 
out 
from a center of experience. But 
in m any cases the trem endous 
mass media of our times fail in 
their efforts to get to the peo­ 
ple. 
K enneth Downer, club presi­ 
dent, was chairm an of the m eet­ 
ing. He announced a m eeting of 
the Dem ocratic Club executive 
and planning com m ittee on Mar.

H arry Rigb y Jr. b rought in 
some more interesting m aterial. 
This is excerpts from a speech 
made b y Howard Chipp in 1915 
and furnished b y Mrs. Harold 
King of 127 F air Street, Mr. 
Chipp’s daughter. 
Tt reads in part: “The Chipp 
hom estead was on F air Street, 
at the corner of Main Street, on 
w hat is now part of the b urying 
ground or churchyard of 
the 
Old D utch Church. The Chipp 
family sold this property to the 
church in ab out the middle of 
the last century. The church tore 
down the dwelling house, graded 
ov er the foundation hole, and 
erected thereon the grav estones 
of the persons who are b uried 
in the ground upon which the 
present church is b uilt. These 
grav estones had b een stored in 
the cellar of the church since 
its b uilding in 1852.“ 
This address b y Mr. Chipp 
was giv en on March 2, 1915 on 
“Old Kingston” for the b enefit 
of the Circle of Mercy No. 6 
at the home of Mrs. John F or­ 
syth on 
Alb any 
Av enue. 
Mr. 


Chipp s original speech was not 
in m anuscript form and this is 
taken from the reporter’s notes 
of it. Mr. Chipp in speaking of 
streets for instance said: “Then 
there was w hat was known as 
“New Connecticut,” b ut why the 
speaker knew not, b eing that 
section of land east of Fair, west 
of Broadway, and south of St. 
Jam es; again the Isthm us,” a 
narrow neck of land, now called 
“The Boulev ard,” a b road av enue. 
Mr. Chipp could not condon this 
changing the nam es of streets. 
Mr. 
Chipp, 
felt 
that 
East 
F ront S treet should always hav e 
kept its name, as showing the 
east front of the original stock­ 
ade. 
and 
allowed some other 
street to do honor to Gov . Clin­ 
ton b y prepetuating his name. 
Still worse, he said, was the 
changing of the title of Frog 
Alley, leading to Couche’s Pond, 
where there were jfrogs, good, 
loud-v oiced frogs, to Conv erse 
Street. Union Av enue was signi­ 
ficant, and the change to B road­ 
way w’as b anal, Mr. Chipp felt.
